The current . Issue of the Scientific

American contains an Illustrated ar-
ticle describing this latest war

and some of the tester being
made with it. The writer says, that,,
while such a serrlce has ueen
cated by Dr. Chasslng. a member of
the French Chamber of tfeputles; for
tome time, this Is the first effort that
has been made to put the scheme, into
practice.

A photograph of the machine car-
ried by the Scientific American Is re
producer! herewith, in iuescribuig fit
the article says:

"It will be .noted that the aeroplane,
which Is ofr a standard design, has
been, only alitfhtly modified to serve
aa an aerial ambulance. The main
modification consists In providing a
longer open apace In . the fuselage
than usual, ro as to serve as a bed
for the wounded passenger, who Is
strapped securely in place.. At the
head cf the wounded passenger, or
lust in back of the nilot. Is a wind
shield which wards off the rush of J

air, while ample blankets "and other
covering keep him warm during the
flight.

' "Traveling at eighty miles an hour,
the aeroplane ambulance is said to be
free from shocks and'vlbratlon, which
are troublesome factors in the' usual
vehicles for, the wounded. And In or-
der that the winged ambulance may
not be subjected to the enemy's' anti-
aircraft Are', It la planned to fly atJ
only coo feet, so that the Red Cross
markings qf the machine can be
plainly seen from the ground.''

The father thanked T. P. Ryan, a
neighbor, who helped roll the child
In a rug trying to put out the flames.

Ased Womaa Alone.
The aged Mrs. McCarthy was also

alone In her house when her fatal
accident occurred. After lighting a
paper torch, she started to apply it
to the lamp on the dining room table,
but struck her apron Instead and Im-
mediately was enveloped in. flames.
Three neighbors, Joseph H. Haynes,
of 617 K street; James T. QTJrien, 478
X street, and John Frye, 476 I street,
ran to her assistance, but she was
dead before they could do anything
toward putting out the fire.

Dr. Haynes with an Emergency Hos
pital ambulance was called to the
house but pronounced life extinct and
notified Coroner Kevltt, who later
